. ,The "lightship, v symbol of t'hc 
United'States Coast; Guard's vigil 
over the seaplanes- surrounding 
this country, will soon disappear. 


Modern design, in the form of 


the 'Texas Tower, a" spindly fixed 
structure built up from the ocean 
floor, will replace most of the 24 
lightships, that now-flash guiding 
lights, radio beacons and thun- 
derous tools of fog horns out 1o 
all the small pleasure boats and 
larger ships feeling their way 
home through dark of night and 
storm.

Next to being retired. No an- 


nouncement has yet been made.

Or 
Umatilla Reef and Swiftsuro Bank 
lightships, standing watch along 
Washington's stern Pacific coast 
on the way, north.
